Tliis newspaper is pleased to salute a “week” which actually 
promotes the interests of the general public — National Wildlife 
Week, March 17-23, 1963. 

Theme of the 1963 observance is “Chemical Posticidesvj.ire POT- 
SON—Handle with Care,” most timely considering the recent release 
of Rachel Carson’s book, “Silent Spring,^’ and the increasing vanety 
of deadly chemical poisons foi- controlling insects, rodents and other 
pests on the shelves of our neighborhood stores. 

It is altogether too easy to let the relatively uncontrolled dis¬ 
tribution and use of these poisons go unchecked. Steps must be 
taken to protect the public and the nation’s heritage,of abundant 
fish and wildlife—from quick or slow death at the hands of some 
users of chemicals who .seem to have dismissed songbird.s and fish 
as-unnecessary and upworthy of consideration in massive spraying 
campaigns. 

Commci-cial applicators of these poisons should be licensed, and 
their applications to carry out ma.ss spray programs should be cleav¬ 
ed by representatives of ail state agencies cojicerned, including the 
game and fish <loparLment, before clearance is given. Education of 
the public—and this National Wildlife Federation-sponsored Wild¬ 
life Week is a start—must continue, and mis-u.se of pesticides must 
be discontinued.

Relying on a well-meaning 
neighboi*’s advice about social se¬ 
curity benefits may prove to he 
costly if the neighbor is unaware 
of the most recent amendments 
to the social security law. 

Daniel J. Murphy, Jr., social 
security district manager in 
Springfield, cited the case of an 
81-year-old Massachusetts fai'm- 
er, William Washburn. The in- 
formaion Mr. Washburn got from 
a friend cost him several thous¬ 
and dollars. He did not apply for 
his social security benefits until 
the fall of 19G2, but he could 
have begun receiving monthly so¬ 
cial s’ecurity checlts in April, 
1956, Mr. Murphy said. Since; 
benefits may be paid for no more: 
than 12 months back, the elderly; 
)-ancher lost 5 years of payments.' 

The district manager pointed 
out that several hundred pro¬ 
posed changes to the social se¬ 
curity law are introduced into 
Congress each session. While only 
a small number of these proposals 
become law, those that do may 
materially affect benefit rights. 
Such things as the amount of cov¬ 
ered work a person needs to be 
eligible for benefits (less now 
than it used to be) or the amount 
of money a person can earn while 
continuing to collect some bene¬ 
fits (more now than it used to 
be) are affected by the amend¬ 
ments. 

Neighbors may try to save a 
person a trip to the local social 
security office by giving advice 
on retirement benefits, disability 
payments or cash benefits to .sur¬ 
viving widows and children of a 
deceased wage erner, but the only 
way to make absolutely sure that 
! the information is up-to-date is 
to call or visit the office, Mr. 
Murphy said. 

Many hundreds of dollars have 
been lost by persons unaware 
that those 72 years of age or 
older can earn as much money as 
they wish and still di'aw all of 
their social security monthly 
checks. 

Surveys have also shown that 
very few persons are aware that 
social security disability benefits 
may be paid to a man or woman 
at any age with sufficient social 
security coverage provided that 
they are unable, because of their 
illness or disability, to do any 
substantial work. 

Mr. Murphy urged all resi¬ 
dents not to rely on advice that 
may have become outdated 
through legislative changes. The 
only sure way, he said, is to 
write, telephone, or visit the dis¬ 
trict office at 891 State St.

THE OLD rOLL BRIDGE 


' By Edith LaFrancis 

The first bi'iclge in this area over a stream of any size was the 
covered Agawam Bridge. The second was built over the Chicopee 
River in 1782. Morley’s toll bridge over the Agawam was authorized 
February 10, 1803. In the same month a company was incorporated 
as pi'oprietor.s of a bi-idge over the Connecticut between Springfield 
and West Springfield. John Hooker, George Bliss, Joseph Williams, 
Samuel Fowler, Jonathan Dwight, Thomas Dwight, Justin Ely and 
associates were to build the bridge and charge tolls fixed by law as 
follows;—foot passengers, 3 cent.s; horse and rider, 7 cents; horse 
and sleigh, 10 cents; horse and chaise, chair or sulky, 16 cents; 
chariot, -phaeton or otlier foui’-wheeled carriages for passengers, 33 
ceJits; curricle, 25 cents; neat cattle, 3 cents; sheep or swine, 1 cent. 

The bridge was 1,234 feet long, with 6 arches, supported by 2. 
abutments and 5 piers. Above it were built two guard piers to serve 
as ice-bi'eakers. No reliable description of its appearance can be 
found but it is said to have been painted red and may have been an 
open bridge. A famous structure in its time. 

It was opened to traffic on October 30, 1805, the ceremony in¬ 
cluding a procession, the firing of guns, and a sermon by Rev. Joseph 
Lathrop. 

It lasted nine years and, on July l9th, 1814, it collapsed and 
fell into the river.Local residents claimed it had been weakened by 
the traffic of heavy army wagons in 1812. However, the Hartford
